2 man of the general services administration 


which buys (or most government agencies. Iron­ 


ically it was Forbes who drafted the unified pur­ 


chasing plan in the first place but now seems to 


be unable to carry out his own plan. Forbes was 


finally given nothing else to do except arrange 


for the general se» v ices adm inistration to taka 


over the purchasing, stocking, and d istrib u te^ 


of every-day items used by the armed service y 
Yet except 
for toilet papei. soap, and paper' 


towels 
he ha«- accomplished 
little more than,i 
hold meetings and w rite letters. 


A« a result of Forbes’ stow-motion campaign, 


the three services are still competing with each ^ 


other on the open market for such common-u>e « 


articles as pencils, paper, furniture, light bulbs, 
carpets, and Venetian blinds. 


One Millio n Pencils 


For example, the three services spend mo.e 


than $75 million on sta tio n e ry and paper alone. 


E x p e rts claim at least 
$25 million would be 


saved if the general services administration did 


the buying for all three. Fo r until the supph’ 


systems are unified, the Arm y, N avy, and A ir 


Force w ill continue to indulge in the costly 
luxury of overbuying. 


For instance, the A rm y has a full year's supply 


of paper towels on hand, wnile the N avy has 


millions of pencils stored avvav. Yet if the A ir 


Force needs towels or pencils, it w ill go out and 


buy more of it* own instead of drawing from 


the already overstocked A rm y ana N avy w are­ 


houses. 


^ Technically, G S A has already taken over much 


of the purchasing for the A ir Force. However, 


this still hasn’t been combined with the A rm y 


and N avy, so little saving has resulted. 


M eanwhile. Foroes holds “ area of understand­ 


ing” meetings every week and writes letters at 


the rate of three a week. Most of his letters 


a^e exchanged w ith the Pentagon's Adm iral M. 


L . Ring and are addressed “ Dear M o rt” 


This column has seen this revealing corres­ 
pondence and it doesn't inspne confidence in 


G S A efficency. “ Dear Mort,” says Forbes in one 


letter which gives some indication of his d illy­ 


dallying, “ we discussed the subject generally at 


an aiea of understanding meeting. Rid I believe 


we reached no conclusion as to whether action 
should be instituted . . ”

In a rare show of candor, Forbes'complained in 


another letter that he didn’t really understand 


what was happening at the "area of understand­ 
ing meetings. 


"In this current phase (of the meetings),** 
he wrote, “ I find m yself very much in the dark 


about what we actually decided.” 


A t another point. Forbes’ inaction apparently 


got under the skin of the Pentagon brass and 


caused Charles W . Fox, then chief of naval 


supply, to w rite a critical memorandum. This 


caused Forbes to complain to Adm iral Ring in a 
letter dated Airpfc, 8, 1952. 


“ In this memowewdum. Adm iral Fox paints me 


as a politician, a delayer . . 
wrote Foroes 


indignantly. “ In 
doing 4ft. Adm iral 
Fox 
has 


stretched the truth far beyond its elastic limits. 


As you w ell know, I am neither a politician nor 
a delayer.” 


Following this outburst. Forbes wrote more 


letters and held more meetings, but as far as 


the final results are concerned, they apply only 
to soap, paper towels, and toilet paper.
